Flowers  in  the  House  All  Winter 

It  is  easy  to  have  an  abundant  supply  of  flowers  in  the  house  from  Christmas,  or  earlier,  until  Easter,  and  with  no  greater 
facilities  than  are  to  be  had  in  every  dwelling  and  at  comparatively  small  cost.  The  best  bulbs  of  Paper  White  Narcissi  cost 
$0.00  per  hundred,  and  often  produce  two  flowers  to  the  bulb.  Florists  sold  these  flowers  last  Winter  at  $2,50  and  $3.00  per  dozen. 
By  growing  your  own  flowers,  you  save  three  profits;  the  grower’s,  the  wholesale  dealer's  and  the  florist’s,  and  then  you  have  the 
fun  of  growing  them,  which  is  simple  and  easy  and  the  results  certain.  Another  advantage  is  that  your  otvii  flowers  will  last  ten 
days,  w’hile  bought  flowers  hardly  last  two  or  three. 

For  many  years  we  have  supplied  a lady  of  this  city  with  several  thousand  forcing  bulbs  annually.  From  the  size  and  char- 
acter of  her  order,  we  supposed  that  she  had  a greenhouse  and  a gardener,  but  having  occasion  to  A’isit  her  house  last  Winter, 
"we  found  that  she  grew  and  bloomed  all  the  bulbs  in  the  cellar  and  living-Tooms  of  the  house.  We  never  before  had  seen  such  a 
fine  display.  Every  living-room  was  filled  with  perfect  blossoms,  most  artistically  arranged.  This  display  w'as  kept  up  all 
Winter  and  Spring,  until  flowers  were  blooming  in  the  garden.  Many  of  us  cannot  grow  bulbs  by  the  thousand,  but  we  can  all 
have  some.  Paper  White  Narcissi  and  Roman  Hyacinths  can  be  had  in'  bloom  in  December  and,  in  succession,  until  the  glorious 
Spring  flowers  are  in  bloom  outdoors. 

The  bulbs  may  be  potted  up  as  soon  as  they  are  received  in  the  Fall  and  may  be  put  directly  into  the  pots,  jardinieres,  or 
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iother  ornamental  receptacles  In  which  they  are  to  bloom,  but  we  find 
it  most  satisfactory  to  grow  them  in  shallow  wooden  boxes,  four  or 
five  inches  deep,  and,  when  the  bulbs  are  coming  into  bloom,  rearrange 
them  in  the  pots,  baskets,  or  jardinieres  they  are  to  be  displayed  in. 

When  the  flowers  are  ready  to  open,  take  the  bulbs  out  of  the 
boxes,  shake  the  soil  from  their  roots,  and  rearrange  with  moss 
about  the  roots  and  bulbs  fn  the  receptacles  to  be  used.  Keep  well 
watered  and  the  flowers  will  develop  just  as  well  as  If  the  bulbs 
had  been  allowed  to  remain  in  the  soil. 

The  soil  in  which  bulbs  are -potted  should  be  light  and  rich;  one- 
half  good  garden  soil,  one-fourth  sand,  and  one-fourth  rotted  stable 
manure  is  about  right,  and  these  shouid  be  thoroughiy  mixed  and 
pulverized  before  using. 

In  planting  the  bulbs,  set  them  close  together,  from  two  to  four 
inches  apart,  and  just  deep  enough  to  have  the  tops  of  the  bulbs 
covered.  After  planting,  water  thoroughly,  place  in  the  coolest  and 
darkest  part  of  the  cellar,  away  from  the  heat.  Freezing  will  not 
hurt  them.  If  the  cellar  is  a light  one,  darken  a corner  of  it  for  the 
bulbs.  While  in  the  cellar  the  soil  should  be  kept  moist  but  not  wet. 
After  the  buibs  are  weii  rooted,  they  may  be  brought  into  the  light 
and  heat  for  flowering  and  then  kept  well  watered.  Paper  White 
Narcissi  and  Roman  Plyacinths  may  be  brought  into  the  light  and 
heat  in  December,  but  all  other  varieties  of  Hyacinths,  Tulips  and 
Narcissi  not  until  after  February  1st.  Paper  White  Narcissi  can  be 
grown  in  gravel  and  water.  Do  not  attempt  to  force  cheap  mixed 
bulbs  of  any  sort — the  result  will  be  a failure.

The  most  Inspiring  florieultnral  idea  of  the  last  quarter  of  a century  is  the  naturalizing  of  flowers  by  the  thousand  in 
situations  where  they  need  absolutely  no  care  after  planting.  It  is  the  easiest  kind  of  gardening,  for  there  is  no  weeding,  water- 
ing, hoeing,  staking  or  tying.  It  is  the  most  artistic  form  of  gardening,  because  the  flowers  fit  perfectly  into  the  landscape.  It  is 
the  most  effective  kind  of  gardening,  because  nothing  can  surpass  in  beauty  a continuous  sheet  of  flowers  all  of  the  same  variety. 
(No  matter  how  numerous  they  may  be.  these  wildings  never  seem  gaudy  or  vulgar.)  And,  finally,  it  is  the  least  expensive  way  of 
getting  hosts  of  flowers — flowers  like  the  stars  of  the  Milky  Way  in  multitude.  A thousand  Narcissus  bulbs!  The  thought  takes 
one’s  breath  away;  yet  a thousand  bulbs  of  the  Poet's  Narcissus  cost  only  a few  dollars, — a mere  nothing  compared  with  the 
vision  of  loveliness  which  they  make  possible.  And  the  first  cost  is  the  only  cost. 

Small  city  places  do  not  offer  many  opportunities  for  naturalizing,  but  some  of  the  Spring  flowers  can  be  used  in  this 
way  on  the  smallest  lots. 

When  small  bulbs  are  planted  on  lawns,  care  must  be  taken  to  arrange  them  in  natural-looking  groups.  Often  we  see 
crocus  scattered  over  the  entire  surface  of  a lawn  a foot  or  two  apart:  the  effect  is  extremely  bad.  In  naturalizing  bulbs  or 
hardy  plants,  each  variety  should  I»e  held  together  in  irregular-shaped  groups,  which  should  be  closely  planted  in  the  center  and 
more  thinly  as  the  margin  is  approached.  It  is  a good  plan  to  scatter  the  bulbs  over  the  surface  of  the  ground  before  planting  any 
of  them.  Circular  groups  should  be  avoided.  They  may  be  made  of  almost  any  irregular  shape,  but  always  longer  than  they  are 
broad.  The  arrangement  largely  depends  upon  the  situation;  a bay  or  recess  in  the  shrubbery  may  be  thickly  and  entirely  filled 
with  one  variety  of  bulbs,  a sloping  bank  may  be  a mass  of  Narcissi  or  Tulips,  or  an  orchard  in  which  the  grass  is  not  mown 
until  after  July  first  will  afford  opportunities  for  many  groups  and  a succession  of  bloom  for  two  months  or  more. 

The  great  advantage  of  using  flowering  bulbs  this  way  is  that  the  plantings  are  permanent  and  need  never  be  renewed  but 
increased  in  size  and  beauty  year  after  year,  which  is  much  more  satisfactory  than  the  present  annual  waste  of  millions  of  bulbs 
used  for  inartistic  beds  on  the  lawn.  These  bulbs  are  all  destroyed,  as  they  must  be  removed  before  they  are  ripened,  in  order  to 
plant  the  undesirable  bedding  plants  which  follow  them.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  foliage  of  bulbs  must  not  be  cut  off 
before  it  has  ripened,  but  this  does  not  prevent  them  from  being  planted  in  orchards  and  meadows,  as  the  foliage  is  ripened  by 
the  time  the  grass  is  ready  to  cut  for  hay. 


SPECIAL  NOTICE 

The  Federal  Horticultural  Board  has  decreed,  that,  after  1926,  no  more  Narcissi  may  be  imported 
into  the  United  States.  Whatever  your  opinion  may  be  concerning  the  wisdom  of  this  quarantine, 
this  decree  is,  nevertheless,  the  law,  and  consequently,  it  may  not  be  evaded. 

If  you  desire  to  have  Narcissi  and  propose  to  plant  them,  you  had  better  act  immediately,  since 
at  the  last  moment  prices  are  sure  to  climb  and  late-comers  are  sure  to  be  disappointed.

Daffodils  lack  the  bril- 
liancy of  color  of  the  Tulips,  but  greatly  surpass  them  in  variety,  delicacy  and  gracefulness  of  form,  and  one 
never  becomes  tired  of  their  soft,  beautiful  colors. 

The  great  point  in  their  favor  is  that  they  are  permanent  additions  to  the  garden.  All  that  they  ask  is 
that  they  be  allowed  to  remain  undisturbed,  and  they  will  increase  in  size  and  beauty  year  after  year,  blooming 
profusely  and  in  great  numbers  each  year.  Many  varieties  are  perfectly  at  home  naturalized  in  the  grass,  pro- 
vided the  grass  is  not  cut  before  their  tops  have  time  to  ripen.

White  Crocuses  and  Fluffy  Chicks 

The  first  peeping  Crocuses  and  the  first  peeping,  fluffy  chicks  seem  some 
way  close  of  kin,  even  though  biologists  do  not  rank  them  of  the  same 
house  and  lineage.  They  both  come  when  winter  is  still  contending  for  the 
right  to  reign  when  Spring  is  only  timidly  and  feebly  throwing  out  her  light 
and  warmth.  Every  other  thing  of  beauty  seems  afraid  of  frost  and  sleet 
and  snow,  but  the  brave,  smiling  crocus  is  undaunted  by  the  cold. 

In  all  the  Summer  months  which  follow,  no  other  plant  of  gorgeous 
size  or  radiant  color  appears  which  calls  for  such  shouts  of  actual  joy  as  do 
these  harbingers  of  warm  and  sunny  days.  Crocuses  are  intruders  without 
being  supplanters,  as  they  modestly  lift  their  delicate  petals  alongside  the 
grass  without  uprooting  it — both  waking  together  from  their  long  Winter 
sleep.  These  dainty  little  flowers  assure  us  that  Spring  is  at  the  door,  there- 
fore, everybody  watches  them,  knows  them  and  loves  them. 

Even  the  possessor  of  only  the  smallest  strip  of  grass  should  have  it 
fiiled  with  Crocuses.  The  cost  is  but  a trifle,  and  once  they  are  planted 
they  are  no  further  trouble.  They  bloom  beautifully  year  after  year,  and 
do  not  interfere  with  the  mowing  or  care  of  the  lawn.  Grass,  however, 
should  not  be  mown  for  two  weeks  after  the  flowering  of  Crocuses,  but  it 
does  not  ordinarily  need  cutting  earlier  than  this.  They  should  be  planted 
in  the  Fall  and  set  from  one  to  two  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  ground; 
They  can  be  planted  with  a narrow  trowel  or  a stiff-bladed  knife.

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Early  Double  Tulips 


The  saddest  feature  in  the  lives  of  Tulips  is  the  brevity  of  their  days.  Some  of  us  feel  that  we  can  hardly 
be  reconciled  to  their  early  fading.  They  have  glorified  life  while  they  were  here  and  then  suddenly  their 
beauty  vanishes.  The  double  Tulip  comes  to  lessen  our  regret.  It  begins  to  bloom  later  and  continues  longer, 
and  is  therefore  a necessity  to  full  Tulip  season.  Each  year  the  interest  deepens  in  the  cultivation  of  these 
beauteous  creatures  of  the  soil,  that  display  such  radiant  and  indescribable  tints  and  that  rest  and  refresh  and 
gladden  us  in  the  tedium  of  life. 

There  are  flowers  that  are  transient  in  their  hold  upon  our  affections,  like  fads  in  fashion  of  manner  and 
dress,  but  Tulips  increase  in  the  attachment  and  devotion  which  they  credit  through  the  years  and  have  become 
a stable  as  well  as  a staple  article  in  the  market.  The  double  Tulip  therefore  serves  a double  purpose. 

The  double  Tulips  are  very  desirable  for  bedding  purposes.  White,  red  and  yellow  sorts,  of  about  the 
same  height,  planted  in  lines  of  three  or  four  rows  of  each  color,  form,  with  their  large,  rose-like  flowers,  beds 

of  surpassing  grandeur.  Their  flowers,  being  double,  are  quite  persistent,  and  being  also  late  in  blooming,  they 

serve  to  prolong  the  season  of  gorgeous  beauty  in  the  Spring  flower-garden.  Those  sorts  marked  with  an  asterisk 
(*)  are  the  earlier  kinds,  which  are  not  only  valuable  as  bedders,.but  succeed  admirably  if  forced  in  pots.  Those 
not  so  marked  are-  not  recommended  for  pot  culture.  A’s  flower  together,  B’s  follow,  etc. 

The  Double  Early  Tulips  have  massive  flowers  of  brilliant  and  varied  colors,  shades  and  markings,  and 

last  much  longer  in  bloom  than  the  single  varieties.  They  are  robust  growers  and  exceedingly  effective.
